fertility inhibitor—natural 
cinnamic acids and deriva¬ 
tive compounds called vinyl- 
phenols—works in another 
type of animal, white rats. 

"If these chemicals work 
in other Bnimal systems, the 
potential applications could 
be far-reaching," says Dr. 
Patricia J. Berger, research 
associate professor of biolo¬ 
gy and one of the principal 
investigators. "Butwewunt 
to emphasize that the only 
animal we know this chemi¬ 
cal works in right now is a 
specific species of mouse." 

"Old wive'a tales and ob¬ 
servation by people who 
work with livestock and 
wildlife have always implied 
some connection between 
the condition of the food 
supply and fertility," Dr. 
Berger says. 

People have observed 
twinning in deer in response 
to 'good pasture.' Horse 
breeders will tell you that 
horses will mute any time of 
the year, but you can’t get a 
mare to ‘hold a foal’ until 
the grass is green." 

Dr. Berger adds, "What 
our findings represent is a 
finely evolved system of 
animals interacting with 
plants to keep their breed¬ 
ing cycles in tune with the 
seasons, climate and food 
supply. 

"To inhibit reproduction 
at the onset of winter, 
Inhibitor compounds would 
have to be -more pre¬ 
dominant in the end of the 
grass growth cycle. Other 
researchers havo shown 
that,cinnamic acid levels are 
highest In wheat after 
flowering and fruiting. And 
our team has shown pre- 
' vinusly that the addition of

NLFA votes to support group selling concept

National Livestock Feed¬ 
ers Assn. (NLFA) members 
meeting in St. Louis, Mis¬ 
souri, Feb. 15-18, have ap¬ 
proved a resolution sup¬ 
porting “the concept of 
group action in contrast to 
completely disorganized 
selling on the part of indi¬ 
viduals in view of the need 
to concentrate supply and 
buyers." 

Adoption of the reso¬ 
lution came after the more 
than 1200 feeders heard the 
assistant administrator of 
Farmer Cooperative Ser¬ 
vice, Jack Armstrong, sug¬ 
gest that with the merger of 


NLFA and ANCA, con¬ 
sideration should be given 
to changing Cattle-Fax from 
an information into a trans¬ 
action system. 

A resolution from the 
marketing and transporta¬ 
tion committee that called 
for NLFA to work toward 
removal of live cattle and 


grain. The resolution, how¬ 
ever, emphasized that tar¬ 
get prices “should not ex¬ 
ceed cost of production." 

NLFA went on record as 
strongly opposed to creation 
of strategic grain reserves 
owned and/or controlled by 
government as contrasted 
to stocks held and controlled

Market discussions 
center on 
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RECENT MARKET DISCUSSIONS have centered 
around when beef supplies will begin lo subside. There ore 
still n good deni of non-fed steers and heifers around to be 
disposed of between now and Inte Mnrch. In addition, 
surprisingly heavy placements in the fourth quarter of 1976 
should he coming to market through Mnrch into April. Last 
week's seven-state cattle-on-feed report for January 
showed pineements about equal to Inst year's, with 
marketings 10% greater resulting in another 2% decline in 
the total population for the seven major feeding states. 

11 seems like not another week goes by that we don't hear 
of another livestock analyst calling for a $50 per cwt cattle 
market at least by late 1977. Even the traditionally 
conservative USDA has suggested consumers run out and 
buy a big freezer now and load it with beef because it will 
likely pay for itself by 1978 as beef prices begin to soar by 
mid-year due to dwindling supplies. Most traders agree 
that it’s not a matter of "if" but a matter of "when.”

The quarantine facility 
would he located at a for¬ 
eign port of ombnrkalion bo 
cattle may be imported into 
the U.S. via Fleming Key 
from areas designated by 
USDA as places where there 
is foot and mouth disease or 
rinderpest, two foreign, ex¬ 
tremely contagious, live¬ 
stock diseases. 

The overseas facility, to¬ 
gether with the Fleming 
Key animal Import center, 
is part of a new high-ac- 
cruity livestock import sys¬ 
tem that will .permit 
valuable new breeding 
stock to be imported safely 
From selected countries des¬ 
pite reports of Hvestock 
disease infestation. 

The facility would provide 
livestock and poultry quar¬ 
ters in an area secure 
against contact with other 
animals or carriers of di¬ 
sease.

Beef, pork to

According to a food mar¬ 
keting alert released by the 
Agriculture Department, 
beef and pork supplies will 
be plentiful and a good con¬ 
sumer buy in March. 

Beef production rates are 
expected to about equal last 
year's record rales largely 
as a result of increased 
placement of cattle on feed 
during the late summer and 
fall and continuing high 
nonfed beef production. 

Pork production rates are 
expected to increase sea¬ 
sonally and average 18-20% 
above the low rate of last 
year.
